A survey of Public Administrator 
Walter F. Sheehan’s handling of 40 
small estates in 1933-34, in which 
the assets totaled $16,252, shows 
that fees of $5304, or 32 per cent of 
the total assets, were charged for 
administration. This is a striking 
example of the high cost of admin- 
istration, in cases of small estates 
at least, which Probate Judge Glen- 


dy B. Arnold has said he would en- 
deavor to correct. 

After paying out $10,948 in ap- 
proved claims in these estates, and 
then levying administration fees to- 
taling 32 per cent, nothing remained 
in these estates for distribution to 
heirs, 

Commenting on the survey made 


by Post-Dispatch reporters, Judge 
Arnold today said: 
“It is out of all reason. I try to 


keep the cost below 10 per cent. 
After an administrator deducts his 
fee of 5 per cent, an additional 5 
per cent should cover all other 
costs, except in extraordinary cases. 
There are cases in which costs 
would go a little above 10 per cent, 
but they are the exceptions.”

MACKAY SELLS 
PAINTINGS ABROAD 
AT HEAVY LOSS 


New York Capitalist Disposes 
of Seven Sassettas for 


$205,000. 


LONDON, March 19.—An officer 
of the National Gallery disclosed to- 
day that Clarence Mackay, New 
York capitalist, had sold seven 
paintings by Sassetta to the Na- 
tional Gallery at a heavy loss. The 
paintings were displayed at the gal- 
lery earlier this month and officials 
said they had been purchased from 
Mackay for £43,000 ¢about $205,000), 
described as a price “greatly in- 
ferior” to that he paid for the pic- 
tures in 1927. 

The purchases were made 
through the offices of Lord Duveen, 
who had previously sold the pic- 
tures to Mackay, but officials said 
the deal involved no financial loss 
on the part of Duveen. The con- 
tributors were the National Gallery 
itself, which paid £30,000 from its 
funds, the National Art Collections 
Fund, which contributed £10,000, 
Benjamin Guinness £2000 and Lord 
Bearsted £1000. f 

The pictures were eight panels 
painted by  Sassetta, otherwise 
known as Stefano di Giovanni, be- 
tween 1437 and 1444. They were 
scenes in the life of St. Francis. 
They were originally panels forming 
the back of the altar for’ the 
Church of St. Francis at Borgo San 
‘Sepolcro. All the panels remained 
in Italy until 1840 and in the orig- 
inal church site until 1830.

It was un- 
derstood that the British Govern- 
ment is holding in abeyance any 
consultations with the United 
States on the subject and that Si- 
mon will wait until he comes back 
from Berlin with full -information 
before he notifies the United States 
of the stiuation. 

Talks With France, Italy Continue. 

Meanwhile, the London Govern- 
ment is continuing its consultations 
with France and tlaly on the situa- 
tion which has arisen through Ger- 
many’s notification of the world 
that she is instituting the conscript 
method of building up her army. 
The British Government’s chief aim 
at this time, it was said, is to get 
Germany back into the League of 
Nations—from which she withdrew 
in protest against the refusal of her 
demand for arms equality. 

Simon, replying to a question in 
the House of Commons last night 
presented by George Lansbury, La- 
bor leader, said attention was being 
given to the advisability of such a 
course. The Government also is 
considering, he said, whether it 
should move for a special session of 
the League of Nations.

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FIRST ARMY AIR MANEUVERS 
SINCE WAR HELD AT BERLIN 


Normal Life of City Is Halted as 100 Planes 
Fly Over in Series of 
Formations. 


BERLIN, March 19.—A squadron 
of German bombers and pursuit 
planes roared over Berlin today in 
the first military air maneuvers 


since the World War. 

The fighting planes appeared sud- 
denly over the capital this after- 
rioon. For almost an hour they 
crossed and criss-crossed the city. 
Nearly the entire population rushed 
out of houses and offices, The peo- 
ple stood in the streets and hung 
out of windows, shouting and wav- 
ing, and the city’s normal life was 
halted. 

From 100 to 150 planes were esti- 
mated to have participated. On one 
side of their tails they carried bril- 
liant swastikas and on the other 
they bore stripes of black, white 


and red. 
The squadron flew in various for- 


mations. One numbered 33 planes. 
pote yer went in formations of threes 
and sixes. 

The afternoon’s maneuver, how- 
ever, was merely a preliminary to 
tonight’s air-defense program and 
was given to remind the citizens of 
Berlin that they must put out their 
lights and remain quiet in a rehear- 
sal of mimic warfare between 10 p. 
m. and midnight. 

The principal flight in the maneu- 
ver was called the “Von Richtho- 
fen,” in memory of the “Red 
Knight” of Germany, who fought 
with Air Minister Gen. Goering— 
himself an ace—above the trenches 
in France. Goering became leader 
of the old Von Richthofen flight 
when “the Red Knight” was killed.

STATLER FAMILY BEGINS FIGHT 
FOR ESTATE OF MRS. DAVIDSON 


Alleges Will Filed Saturday at 
Carthage, N. C., Is Not Valid

The Statler family started its fight 
yesterday on the purported will of 
Mrs. Elva Statler Davidson, which 
leaves virtually all her half-million 
dollar personal estate to her hus- 
band, H. Bradley Davidson Jr. of 
Washington and Pinehurst.

Maximum Reduction Estimates. 

Boyles estimated that a maximum 
rate reduction of 55 per cent might 
be had within a short time if the 
city constructed its own distribu- 
tion system at a cost of $20,000,000. 
He added that if the city acquired 
the present system at a cost of 
$40,000,000, which he described as 
excessive, a maximum reduction of | ¢ 
50 per cent might be reached. 

The experience of Springfield, 
Mo., in changing from manufac- 
tured to natural gas was pointed to 
by Boyles as_ significant. The 
change was made in 1931 and that 
year rates.were reduced more than | 
50 per cent and gas sales nearly 
doubled. By 1933 gas sales per con- 
sumer were nearly four times what 
they had been in 1930 and the av- 
erage rate was 6.1 cents per therm, | 
or about one-fourth of the 1930 av- 
erage rate.

SAN JOSE, Cal., March 19.—Nick 
Vodjovich, a Mayfield (Cal.) chauf- 
feur, testified yesterday at the sec- 
ond trial of David A. Lamson for 
wife murder, that he saw Lamson 
“with a blond woman, his arm 
around her,” in an automobile on 
the morning the body of Mrs. Lam- 
son was found in her bathtub, May 
30, 1933. 

“I saw Lamson lots of times,” 


Vodjovich testified. “I saw him 
parked in a blue roadster by Lake 
Lagunitas between a quarter to 3 
and 4:30 a. m. on Memorial day. 
“I was coming back from Mr. 
Frank Buck’s (his employer) home, 
bound for Lake Tahoe, when I saw 
the car. I was driving slowly, 10 
or 15 miles an hour, and I thought 
something. might be wrong. I saw 
Lamson with a blond woman, his 
arm around her. I was sure it was 
Lamson.” 
Testimony that Lamson  pur- 
chased flowers at least six times 
for Mrs. Sara Kelley, a divorcee, 
was given earlier by Mrs. . Miriam 
Johnston, Sacramento florist. She 
also said she saw Lamson and Mrs.

GENEVA, March 19.—Ethiopia of- 
ficially informed the League of Na- 
tions today that her independence 
is imperiled by Italy. 

In making a new appeal to Ge- 
neva, Ethiopia demanded “a full in- 
vestigation of the dispute” between 
Italy and Ethiopia over border inci- 
dents in Bast Africa, and charged 
that Italy had refused all arbitra- 
tion. 

The Ethiopian note published here 
today said Italy’s mobilization and 
dispatch of troops and war mate- 
rials to the Italo-Ethiopian frontier 
creates “imminent danger of a rup- 
ture, for nothing is more. to be ap- 
prehended than that some local in- 
cident may serve as a pretext for 
military action.” 

Ethiopia's appeal was made un- 
der Article 15 of the League of Na- 
tions covenant’ which requires that 


in the event of such action the 
council shall institute an investi- 
‘gation. The article also provides 
for the council making recommen- 
dations for settlement. of: interna- 
tional disputes in which its inter- 
vention is sought.

GERMANY REARMS. 

Hitler has brought Germany’s secret rearming into 
the open by his order increasing the regular arniy to 
500,000, his revival of conscription and his admission 
that the Reich has a military air force. 

The historic significance of these steps, all viola- 
tions of the Versailles Treaty, is to point out the 
collapse of that document. The victorious Powers 
sought to keep Germany in subjection while failing 
to keep their own treaty pledge to reduce armaments. 
The effort to keep Germany a vassal state went against 
all human nate, The others Powers’ violation of 


the treaty preceded Germany’s violation. They could 


|

not rationally expect Germany to respect the treaty 
while they themselves did not. For that reason, their 
protests must be hollow rhetoric. 

The immediate significance of the step is mo- 
mentous as well. Hitler, at a crucial time in his coun- 
try’s economic struggle, has stimulated his people’s 
patriotic ardor into fresh enthusiasm for the Nazi 
regime. He has prepared a means of caring for 
thousands of unemployed in the army, though at a 
terrific cost to German taxpayers. He has increased 
Germany’s bargaining power in the impending nego- 
tiations over the proposed security pacts. 

There have been sufficient straws in the wind to 
diminish the element of surprise, but it was never- 
theless a well-timed action for the Reich. The other 
Powers were disposed to grant arms equality to Ger- 
many in return for her participation in the pacts. 
Now, however, Germany has seized what was to have 
been granted, and her neighbors are placed at a dis- 
advantage by having no more privileges to offer her. 

Fear of war as a result of the new developments 
is valid only to this extent: Any increase in offen-

Whether Missouri is to have a drivers’ license 
law depends, at the moment, on the Senate Commit- 
tee on Highways, of which Senator Kinney is chair- 
man. 

The House passed a bill several weeks ago. It has 
since been in the hands of the Senate committee, 
whieh thus far has declined to report it either favor- 
ably or adversely. Time is passing. Unless action is 
taken soon, the House bill will die in committee. In 
that event, Senator Kinney and the other members 
of the committee will be responsible for killing the 
measure. 

The committee, however, has a case. The bill passed 
by the House does not provide for the examination of 
applicants for drivers’ licenses. The St. Louis City 
Hall insists upon the examination feature, for which 
it has argued before the committee. The Safety 
Counci] of Kansas City has still another bill, with 
other requirements. The committee has said that if 
the proponents of the various bills would agree on 
some measure, action could be taken.

Mr. Strachey’s Arrest 


HE news of the arrest of John Strachey 
T wim a view to deporting him happened 

to reach me just as I was reading his 
latest book. In it he states that “contem- 
porary capitalist economics,” by which he 
means non-Communist economics, “is an im- 
potent, a gelded science, unable to form any 
opinions whatsoever upon the issues which 
chiefly concern us.” 

In view of the fact that Communism raises 
the issue of civil liberty, and that this issue 
greatly concerns many of us, I waited hope- 
fully to hear what Mr. Strachey would. say 
when his own enjoyment of civil liberty was 
threatened. It was a magnificent oppor- 
tunity for him to stand up boldly and say 
just what a Communist believes are his 
rights in a bourgeois, capitalist and demo- 
cratic society when it. comes to advocating 
a system of government which makes _ no 
bones abotitt its intention to destroy’ those 
rights. 

The stage was all set for a thorough il- 
lumination of this difficult question. Mr. 
Strachey, though technically under arrest, 
is not only free to speak frankly on the 
question, but is sure of a wide and attentive 
audience. He is enough of a scholar to un- 
derstand the question and to realize that it 
is not a trick question, but a real one in all 
democratic societies. He has a reputation, 
which is well deserved, for intellectual fear- 
lessness in writing about the basic issues of 
the contemporary world. 

He is an avowed believer in Communism, 
not merely for Russia and for England, but 
for America. Though not a member of the 
Communist party, he believes in it,. and is 
devoting his energies to promoting its ad- 
vance. As a Communist, he recognizes, we 
must assume, what all Communists recog- 
nize, that Communism cannot be established 
except by a revolutionary seizure of power, 
erection of a Communist dictatorship and 
complete suppression of democratic liberty. 

The question which his arrest raised was 
whether a democratic government, in its 
adherence to civil liberties, may take meas- 
ures to defend those liberties against those 
who mean to destroy them.

This is a challenge to Mr. Strachey’s intel- 
lectual powers and to his intellectual in- 
tegrity. His reply is that he is not a mem- 
ber of the Communist party and that he has 
“never advocated the overthrow of the Unit- 
ed States Government by force or violence.” 
This amounts to saying that, while he advo- 
cates a doctrine and supports a movement 
which require the overthrow of the United 
States Government by force and violence, 
he has never said that the Government 
should be overthrown by force or violence. 

He wills the end, which is Communism, 
but he has been silent about the means, 
which is a revolutionary dictatorship. He 
is fighting deportation on the ground that 
he-has not said he ‘believes in the political 
logic of the doctrine which he believes in. 
He has hung his clothes on a hickory limb, 
but he has not gone near the water. 

This may be a sufficient bourgeois legal 
defense of his right to stay here, but for:a 
recognized intellectual leader of revolution. 
ary Communism, it is, as he would say, “an 
impotent, a gelded” argument on one of the 
gr@at “issues which chiefly concern us.” He 
objects to being deported for this rather un- 
inspired reason, that, though he is a revolu- 
tionist, he ig mot dangerous. 

This appears also to be the view both of 
his lecture manager and his publisher. The

manager of -his lecture tour pays him the 
back-handed compliment of saying that “no 
one takes Strachey’s Communism seriously,” 
and his publisher declares that “the idea of 
his being considered dangerous is_- rather 
silly.” In other words, he is dynamite war- 
ranted to splutter but not to explode. 

Mr. Strachey’s own answer and the com- 
ments of his lecture manager and publisher 
do, I believe, indirectly help to define the 
answer 
Strachey has preferred to evade. They all 
say in substance that ,.Mr. Strachey should 
have freedom of speech to advocate a revo- 
lution’ which would destroy freedom of 
speech. The reason is that he is not to be 
taken seriously. 

They do not say he has a right which 
must not be impaired if he were serious and 
meant business and had the courage of his 
convictions and were effectively’ creating 
a revolutionary movement by his lectures. 
They do not argue that he has a right which 
the Government must not violate. They 
argue that he is negligible and that, conse- 
quently, it is not wise and not necessary to 
suppress him. 

This seems to me the inevitable position 
to take in a democratic state when it is 
which, like 
Fascism and Communism, use democratic 
liberties to agitate and assemble and organ- 
ize in order to destroy those liberties for 
others. It is prudent to tolerate them if they 
are negligible, and not wise to tolerate them 
widely because intolerance breeds intoler- 
ance. 

Nevertheless, it.is well to be perfectly clear 
that they are tolerated because they are 
negligible and not’ because there exists 
any right to use liberty to destroy liberty, 
to exploit democracy to destroy democracy.

The test is the advocate of 
liberty means to 
maintain that same civil liberty for those 
who, when he is in power, do not agree with 
him. Fascism and Communism do not mean 
to preserve civil liberties for anti-Fascists 
and anti-Communists; therefore, their advo- 
cates cannot ask for the use of the facilities 
of liberty as a matter of right. 

They must do what Mr. Strachey, his lec- 
ture manager and publisher have\ done. 
They must ask for toleration on the ground 
that they are negligible, and thus admit that 
if they were formidable, the democratic state 
could, without sacrificing its own principle, 
suppress them. 

It being clear and admitted by Mr. Stra- 
chey and his sponsors that the question is 
one of prudent policy rather than of right, 
it will be sensible to recognize that he is no 
danger to the American Government and to 
let him finish his lecture tour. Perhaps he 
can even be persuaded to tell some of his 
audiences where he stands on the issue of 
civil liberties. That. would be interesting 
and, I believe, really important in illum- 
inating the doctrines which he expounds.
